AWARD 

This is a reference U/s 10(l)(d) of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, 1947, with respect to Shri Mohan Makaru Kuru 
and Sri Raju Raut workmen of Damoda Colliery, at present 
under Mi/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. (B.C.C. Ltd). This 
reference is by the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Labour under Order No. L-20012/274/75-DH(A), dated nil. 
The Schedule of the reference is as follows : — 

SCHEDULE 

(1) Whether the action of the management of Ramgarh 
Sharia Colliery now a unit of Damoda Colliery of 
M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd., P.O. Karmatand, 
Via Mohuda, Dist. Dhanbad in not employing Sri 
Mohan Makaru Kuru after the take over of the 
colliery in Januay, 1973 and restarting the mining 
operations in that colliery in March, 1973 is justi- 
fied 7 If not, to what relief is the workman entitled 
and from what date 7 

(2) Whether the action of the management of Damoda 
Colliery of M /s. Bharat Coking Coal Limited, 
P.O. Karmatand, via Mohuda, Dist. Dhanbad in 
stopping from work Shri Raju Raut, workman-cum- 
commissioner Sirdar, Karmatand Section of Damoda 
Colliery with effect from 28th February, 1973 was 
justified 7 If not, to what relief is the workman 
entitled 7 

2, According to the Schedule so far as Sri Mohan Makaru 
Kuru is concerned the relevant dates are January 1973 and 
March 1973 and concerning Sri Raju Raut the relevant date 
is 28th February, 1973. 

3. So far as the first workman is concerned, the justifi- 
ability or otherwise of not employing him after the take 
over of the colliery in January 1973 and re-starting the 
mining operations in that colliery in March 1973 is in ques- 
tion. With regard to the other workman the dispute is with 
regard to the stoppage of his work with effect from 28-2-1973. 

4, After their demand had been rejected by the manage- 
ment, industrial disputes were raised and that having failed 
a failure report was submitted to the Government and there- 
after this reference was made. 

5. On behalf of the management it is contended in the 
written statement that the reference is invalid in law as M/s. 
B.C.C, Limited was not the owner or employer of Ramgarh 
Tharia and Karmatand Collieries in March 1973 and on 28th 
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February 1973. It is further said that the ownership of the 
collieries remained with the erstwhile owncr/employer till 
10th April, 1973 and their ownership was vested in M/s. 
B.C.C. Limited with effect from 1-3-1973. Consequently, it 
is said that there was no relationship of employer and emp- 
loyees between them and M/s. B.C.C. Limited cannot be 
held liable in law for any omission or commission that took 
place before 1-5-1973. 

6. Parties have not entered into evidence. On behalf of 
the concerned workmen it hHS been contended that Messrs 
B.C.C. Limited was the Custodian during the period in ques- 
tion and thereafter it became the owner and therefore for 
all practical purposes this company would be deemed to be 
the owner of the collieries concerned and any argument to 
the contrary cannot be accepted. 

7. On behalf of the management Learned Advocate has 
argued that under sections 7 & 28 of the Coal Mines 
(Nationalisation) Act, 1973, the Central Government or the 
Government Company will not be liable and liability of the 
Owner, Agent, Manager or Managing Contractor of a coal 
mine in respect of any period prior to the appointed day 
shall not be enforcible against them, but against the Owner. 
Agent, Manager or Managing Contractor of the coal mine 
who were there before the appointed day. Sub-Section (2) 
makes the position further clear and gives complete immunity 
to the Central Government or the Government Company. 
Under Section 28 the provisions of this Act shall have effect 
notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith contained in 
any other law for the time being in force or any instrument 
having effect by virtue of any Taw other than this Act. or 
in any decree or order of any Court, Tribunal or other 
authority. 

8. There is a decision of the Patna High Court which 
is of course with respect to the Coking Coal Mine but exactly 
on the same point which is involved here. This is reported 
in 1976 Lab, I.C. 1513 (The B.C.C. Limited Vs. Employees 
of Dhanbad Colliery and others). In that case, Sections 9 
& 17 were considered by their Lordships _and they came to 
the conclusion that for a subject matter which arose prior 
to the appointed day, the Central Government or the Govern- 
ment Company would not be liable. 

9. I do not agree with the contention raised on behalf 
of the workmen that because M/s. B.C.C. Limited was the 
Custodian before the appointed day and therefore when the 
ownership vested in it oq 1-5-1973, it would be deemed to 
be in continuous possession and would be liable for every 
omission and commission committed before the appointed 
day. 

10. A.s the position stands, no claim can be enforced 
against M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Limited and in that view 
of the matter, the reference is invalid and incompetent. 

This is my award.

This is a reference made by the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Labour in the following terms as per 
its Order No. 22012/26/76-LRII/DllA. Dated 13-3-1975 : 

"Whether, having regard to his present volume of work, 
the action of the Coal Mines Authority Limited, 
Panch valley Coal Field, Post Oilice, Parasia, Dis- 
trict Chhindwaia, Madhya Pradesh, in placing Shri 

N. K. Mukhcrjce, Chemist, Vestibule Training 

Centre. Barkui, Post Office Parasia, District Chhind- 
warn, Madhya Pradesh, after his transfer from 
Newton Chickli Colliery consequent on nationali- 
sation, in 'technical Grade ‘D’ is justified ? If not, 
to what relief is the employee entitled t" 

2. It is disputed that Shri N. K. Mukherjee was 

working as Chemist since 1-4-1967 with Newton Chickli 
Colliery of M/s. Cunchani Worah Brothers. lie was to do 
analysis work in the laboratory for 2 or 3 mines of that 
Company. Looking to his the then scale lie was placed in 
grade 'D' in the pay scale of Rs. 205—337 at the time of 
take over. After Nationalisation he continued to work in 
the same Colliery till 31st March 1974 in (he same scale 
of pay. On 1-4-1974 he was transferred to Barkui labo- 
ratory place of Shri U. S. Mathur, B.S.v., who was then n 

Chemist in that laboratory. Mr. Mathur was working ns 
Chemist since 1958. He was in Grade ‘A’ when Shri 
Mukherjee was posted in his place Mukherjee was only 


a matriculate and through he trained Shri R. P. Misra, H S.C., 
who was later on placed in grade ‘C 1 in the pay scale of 
Rs. 245-10-350-15-440, yet Shri Muhhcricc contained to 
remain in grade T)' even when his designation was ‘Chemist’. 
The work load has increased and Shri Mukherjee is now 
dealing with a sophisticated apparatus, Graham-T.awrcncc 
apparatus, which even Mr. Mathur had no occussion to handle. 
His officers have stated that his performance on tha) post is 
satisfactory. 

3. The case of the workman is that the burden of work 
and responsibility have materially increased; his trainee has 
received a higher grade and whereas that trainee is desig- 
nated only as Laboratory Assistant under him, he is a 
Chemist is drawing lesser salary in lower grade. He there- 
fore wants to be placed in grade ‘A’ as a successor to Shri 
Mathur. 

4. Management’s case is that Shri Mathur and Shri Misra 
are science graduates while Shri Mukherjee is only a matri- 
culate. There could he no equation between them. Shri 
Mukherjee lacks basic educational qualification, hence he 
cannot he promoted as Chemist. Shri Mathur got promo- 
tion to Grade A on 1-5-1971 l.e. even before nationalisation 
after 13 years of service, Therefore after nationalisation 
he was fiven Grade ‘A’ of Chemist. The nature of duties 
of the time rated workman Shri Mukherjee and his hours 
of work remain the same. Hence there is no case for bis 
absorption in grade ‘A’. The management further alleged 
(hat Shri Mukherjee or the Union never raised a dispute 
with the management hence there was no industrial dispute 
in existence which could ever Ire referred tor adjudication. 
Promotion is a managerial function, hence this Tribunal is 
not competent to interfere in a ease where an incumbent 
has not been promoted unless theic are allegations of victi- 
mization or malafides, 

5. It is on the basis of Sindhu Resettlement Corporation 
Vs. Industrial Tribunal, Gujarat (AIR 196R SC 834) that 
ihe management raised the plea that the reference w'as bad 
because no industrial dispute was raised by the workman 
concerned or the union directly with the management. The 
plea has no force. The letter Fx. W/11 dated 5th lime 
1974 sent from the Assistant Manager’s office, Parasia. to 
the Manager, V.T.C, goes to show that Shri Mukherjee had 
moved an application on 16-6-1974 raising the dispute about 
the tirade and the scale of his pay. In the reply Ihe biodata 
were called for properly examining the matter. Presumably as 
per stand of the management today his representation did 
not find favour with them and was therefore rejected. 
Thus there is evidence that the dispute was in fact directly 
raised with the management. An industrial dispute had 
theieforc come into existence before the reference was made. 

6. Even if this is not deemed to be amounling to the 
raising of dispute with the management there is evidence 
that the General Secretary of the Union raised an industrial 
dispute hy a letter dated 23rd August, 1974 addressed to 
the Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central) Chhindwara. 
Copy of the letter is Ex, W/10. The copy of the failure 
jeport is attached to the reference and it has also been 
filed by the employee with his papers. Jt goes to show 
that the management participated in the conciliation pro- 
ceedings and took the same stand as it is taking before this 
Tribunal. After surrendering to jurisdiction and thereby 
admitting that there was an industrial dispute in exis- 
tence the management cannot now turn round and| say that 
it was not in existence. The principle of approbate and 
reprobate shall apply to such a case. Moreover in similar 
situations in Good Year Tndia Ltd vs. Industrial Tri- 
bunal Rajasthan (AIR 1969 Rai. 95); Hindustan Steel Ltd. 
vs. State of West Bengal (1976(33) FLR I Calcutta! Ihe High 
Courts of Rajasthan & Calcutta held that reference was 
valid. I think all this is sufficient to prove that there was 
an industrial dispute in existence and the reference was 
therefore valid. 

7 Still further it has been held in State of Madras vs. 
C. P. Saralhv (ATR 1952 SC 53) that lhat it is not necessary 
1 hot an industrial dispute must have come in'o existence 
before a valid reference could he made. Patanieli Sastry 
C. I. said in so many words that the view that there should 
he a dispute in existence before a reference could he validly 
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made, (jives no effect to the words or is apprehended’ 
under See. 10(1) of the Industrial Disputes Act. Thus 
even if the dispute is apprehended it will be idle lo claim 
that the Government had no jurisdiction to make the re- 
ference. Sindhu Resettlement case does not over rule this 
view of that very Court propounded as back as in 1953. 
The fact Ihut dispute was apprehended is proved by the re- 
ptesenlalicn for Grade ‘A’ made by the workman and its 
rejection by the management. I am, therefore, of the 
view that the reference was legal and valid and not without 
jurisdiction. 

8. The next question is whether the demand amounts lo 
the demand for granting of promotion because it is the 
settled law that promotion is a managerial function and 
the tribunal had no jurisdiction to interfere unless there rs 
allegation of malafidcs oi victimisation. No sirch motive 
or malice has been alleged. The plain case of the manage- 
ment is that though Shri Mukhcrjee rs othcrcwise com- 
peted and his work is satisfactory yet he cannot be absorb- 
ed in ‘A’ grade because ol the lack of basic educational 
qualilieanoir. The management thinks thal such a grade 
cannot be allowed Jo a person who is not a graduate in 
science and accordingly they have now published an ad- 
vertisement for the recruitment to the post of a Chemist 
and the minimum qualification which has been laid down 
in that advertisement is that lire candidate should be a 
science graduate. Of course, that advcrlisment cannot 
have retrospective effect of prescribing a qualification 
from the dale on which Shri Mtrkherjec was posted to 
Barkui laboratory, nor the condition of minimum educa- 
tional qualification prescribed for direct recruitment will be 
deemed to apply lo a case oi' promotion, yel the fad ol 
prescribing such n minimum educational qualification lor 
the post indicates the thinking on the part of the manage- 
ment ihat at least a graduate in science should be appoint- 
ed to that post looking to its degnity and responsibilities 
and such a thinking cannot he said to be unreasonable. 
Thai makes it dear why the management is not inclined 
lo place Sht'i Mukhcrjee in grade ‘A’. 

'). Shii Mukhcrjee continued to remain in D’ grade 
when he was working in Newton Chickli Colliery even after 
nnlionulisution upto 31st March, 1974. lie has not raised 
a dispute that at the time of nationalisation he should have 
been fitted in grade ‘A’. He seeks his promotion from 1st 
April, 1947 he was transferred to Bavkui laboratory 
in place of Shri Mathur, more so because Shri Mathur 
was in ‘A" grade when he left the place on transfer. lie 
was thus contented with grade ‘D’ till he was tit Newton 
Chickli upto 3 1st March, 1974. Therefore in effect his 
demand amounts to a demand for promotion from grade 
’D’ to grade ‘A’ on account of his transfer to Barktri 
laboratory and specially because he has succeded Mr. Mathur 
who was already drawing grade A This demand he has 
sought to justify on ihe basis of ihc increased work load 
at Barkui laboratory. 

It). It is difficult to conceive a man in service crossing 
three stages by a single leap. A man in grade D cannot, 
therefore, by any stretch of imagination claim grade A 
without passing through grades B and C. Such a leap is 
not possible in the normal course. 

11. Grade A cannot be given to Shri Mukheijec simply 
because his predecessor Mr. Mathur was in grade A working 
us u Chemist in that laboratory Tt is clear from the evi- 
dence of Shri Mathur, M- W. I, that he was a Science 
Graduate with Chemistry ns one of the subjects. He was 
trained in Fuel Research Institute and in Central Mining 
Research Institute, Dehradun. He was appointed as a 
Chemist as back as in the year 1958 and was promoted to 
grade ‘.V by the erstwhile owner about six years ago. 'I bus 
when he was posted to Barkui, he was already in the scale 
of grade A and therefore there was no difficulty in absorbing 
him in thal grade. He fulfils ihc concept of basic educa- 
tional qualification and experience. How simply because 
Shri Mukherjee is posted to work in his place at Barkui 

he cannot claim grade A directly from grade D. The 

circumstances in which Shri Mathur was ge ting giede A 
were altogether’ different. Thus his prayer tor pro- 
motion to _ glade A. as il appears lo he from the 

above circumstances, cannot be conceded because 
it is not normal to give such a leap forward by-passing two 
Intermediary grades. 


12. Promotion directly lo Grade A from Grade D cannot 
be justified on the ground of the amount of work as well. 
IL is true that the performance of Shri Mukhcrjee is satis- 
factory. It is also true that he has trained Mr. Misra, It 
is again true that his designation is that of a Chemist and he 
w doing a more onerous job us compared <o what be was 
required lo do at Newton Chickli laboratory as will be clear 
liom the evidence on record looking to the number of collie- 
ries for which the work is to be done. Still such a promo- 
tion cannot be envisaged as a matter of principle. 


13. However, that is not the end of the matter. There are 
certain anomalies which the management should set at rest, 
The first anomaly is that Shri Mukherjee is designated as a 
Chemist. The Chemist is a technician of grade A in Ihe scale 
of Rs. 590 — 990 vide office order Fx W/l. He is no f getting 
that scale or grade. This anomaly between Ihc designation 
and the scale requires to be corrected. The second anomaly 
Is that Shri Misra, a man trained by hint and designated as 
a Laboratory Assistant who is expected to work under the 
Chemist, is drawing more salary than what Mr. Mukherjee 
is drawing and has been placed in ‘C grade, while Mr. Mukher- 
jee continues to be in Grade ‘D\ It is anomalous that a 
workman invested with supervisory duties like n Chemist 
should be lowly paid as against his own Laboratory Assis- 
tant who has been trained by him. Thirdly, il is anomalous 
that in spite of the fact that the duties became more onerous 
and there was increase in (he work load Shri Mukhcrjee has 
not been given any benefit in his remuneration, It is the 
admitted evidence of Shri Mathur, M.W. I, that when Shri 
Mukhcrjee was working in Newton C.hickli laboratory he 
was spending sometime in collecting the samples 1mm under- 
ground and he was working for 2 or 3 collieries. 'Ihe work 
was com para tely much lighter. Here at Barkui laboratory 
the work load has increased because this laboratory caters 
for about 17 collieries and he is not required to collect the 
samples and waste his time on that. Moreover, at times 
samples from other laboratories are also received in Barkui 
laboratory because of the reputation that it has gained. All 
this increase in the work-load certainly required she manage- 
ment to give some benefit in remuneration to Shri Mukhcr- 
jee. 


14. T am aware of the fact that promotion is a manage- 
rial function and it is exclusively within the competence of 
the management to select any person for a pai licular post, 
the tribunal has no jurisdiction lo interfere unless there is 
allegation of bias or victimisation. The management thinks, 
and very reasonably, that a Chemist should be at least a 
Science graduate. However, such a bar of minimum quali- 
fication is not envisaged for granting B or C grade to an 
incumbent. Tt is obvious from the evidence oil record that 
the performance of Shri Mukhcrjee is quite satisfactory. 
The laboratory where he is acting as a Chemist has earned 
a name in the matter of analysis and that also goes to the 
credit of Shri Mukherjee. Even though that reputation 
might have been handed down to him fiom the lime of 
Shri Mathur, it specks well of him that he has at least 
maintained that reputation. I lie management should there- 
fore consider him for being promoted to grade C or grade 
B and after doing that the management should pay some offi- 
ciating allowance to Shri Mukherjee for acting as a Chemist 
so thal his designation and status become consistent with the 
pay not only with respect to himself but also with respect 
to those who are working under him in V. T. C. Barkui. 
The reference requires this Tribunal to spell out as to what 
relief could be given to the employee and that is why I have 
tried to deal with the nature of relief that could be provided 
to Shri Mukherjee without promoting him G Ihe post of a. 
Chemist. The management is, therefore, directed to consi- 
der Shri Mukherjee for being substantively promoted to grade 
V or grade B from the date of his posting at Barkui so that 
his substantive designation is not lower than ihe designation 
of Shri Misra and should thereafter pay him some officiating 
allowance for working or officiating in the post of a Chemist 
at Barkui so that his position becomes distinct as against his 
subordinates and the pay becomes consistent wilh the work- 
load and the responsibility which he lias been asked lo dis- 
charge as a Chemist in that laboratory. This arrangement 
will not disturb his present po ilion as officiating Chemist 
and on Ihc other hand it will legularies his posting by re- 
moving the anomalies. The management shall pay Rs, 100/- 
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as costs to the Union. The directions as Riven above shall 
be complied with by the management within thine months 
ol' the publication of the award.

AWARD 


This rcfetence arises out of the Ordet of the Government 
of India, Ministry of Labour and Rehabilitation (Department 
of Labour and Employment), vide No. I./1912/ 1 72/71 LR.ll 
dated 5tll November, 197 1 under Section It) of the Indus- 
trial Disputes Act, 1947. The reference jeads : 

“Whether the action of the management of South Paiasea 
Colliery of Messrs South Paiasea Collieries Private 
Limited. Post Ollice Kajoragram, District Burdwan 
in not providing employment ftom the 18th August, 
1971, to all the workmen who were on the rolls 
of the colliery immediately befote the 28th I tine, 
1971, is justified 7 If not, to what relief are the 
workmen concerned entitled ?” 

2. One of the Unions concerned in the Reference filed a 
writ to the High Court against an interim order of this Tti- 
bunal. But the writ was dismissed on 27-5-1976. The Tribunal 
got back the records of the case only on 18-12-1976. 

3. A preliminary question which arises for dcteiminalion 
is as to the maintainability of the Reference against the Coal 
India Lid. in view of Section 7 read with Section 14 of the 
Coal Mines (Nationalisation! Act, 1973 (Act 26 of 19731, 
The original employer who was parly to the dispute figured 
as No. 2 in the order of Reference. It was South Parsca 
Colliery, P.O. Kajoragram, Burdwan District. They contested 
(he workmen's claim throughout the pendency of the 
Reference before this Tribunal, but when the writ was dis- 
missed and the reference came up for hearing before this 
Tribunal they did not make their appearance. So a sum- 
mons under Section 1 8( 3 H b ) was issued to the Eastern Coal- 
fields Ltd. wo was said to be the successor-in-lnle ol the 
erstwhile colliery. The Eastern Coalfields I Id. upposetl the 
claim under iefcrence and contended that the vvoikmen con- 
cerned have not cause of action against them and I heir 
remedy, if any, is barred by section 7 of Act 26 of 1973 
(Coal Mines Nationalisation Act). 


4. There was an earlier reference in reference No. 110 
of 1971 by the same workmen for recovery of compensa- 
tion from 29-5-71 to 27-6-1971 and arrears of wages from 
28-6-71 to 18-8-1971. The workmen were td'owcd compensa- 
tion and arrears of wages for the period of the Haim by the 
award passed by this Tribunal on 25-3-1976. 

5. On the basis of the above Award it was argued that 
the Tribunal has to decide the question whether the Eastern 
Coalfields Ltd. should provide employment to the workmen 
concerned with effect from 18-8-1971 and pay up all then 
arieas of salary or wages at least with effect from 1-5-73 
when the coal mines in question vested in the Corporation. 

6. The question raised hy the workmen is ar. industrial 
dispute, which they should have raised against their erst- 
while employer. The learned Counsel of the woikmen 
argued that the workmen shall he deemed to be under the 
employment of the Eastern Coalfields Ltd. as or. 1-5-1973 as 
their right to continuance in set vice is guaranteed by the 
provisions of Section 14 of the Act 26 of 1973. Bui thal 
section is subject to section 7 of the same Act Section 7(2) 
(b) of the Act States : — 

“no award, decree .or order of tiny court, tribunal or 
other authority in relation to any coal mine passed 
after the appointed day, hut in relation to any matter 
claim or dispute which aiosc before that day, shall 
be enforceable against the Central Government or 
the Government company”. 

7. The industrial dispute in question between the workmen 
and erstwhile owner of the Mine arose on 18-8-1971 when 
Ihey refused employment to them, That was a dispute which 
existed anterior to the Act 26 of 1973. It was such a 
dispute, which had been prohibited under Section 7(2)(b) of 
the Act to be enforced against the Company, On the 
anology of a similar provision in Section 9(1) and 12) of 
Coking Coni Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1972 the High 
Court of Patna held in Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. Vs. The 
employers in relation to the Management of Dhanhad Col- 
liery and Others, 1976 Labour and Industrial Cases, 1513 
(Volume 9 — pari 107) that in respect of matters which arose 
prior to the appointed day the claim cannot he enforced 
ngairst the Government company. Similar is the situation 
in Ihe present case. The industrial dispute arose on 18-8-1971, 
when the Government company was not in existence. In 
view of the prohibition contained in section 7(2)(b) ihe work- 
men cannot enforce their right against the Eastern Coal- 
fields Ltd. The decision relied on hv the workmen in Bihar 
State Transport Corporation Vs. State of Bihar and others, 
1970(2) l.L.I. 138 has no application to Ihe facts of the 
present case. Similarly the ease relied on in Sahitri Motor 
Service (PI I Id Vs. State of West Bengal and Others, 1976 
(33) Factories and Labour Reports, 14 has also no applica- 
tion. Tr. that ease the Tribunal did not decide the main 
question as to the termination of service of the workmen : 
on the contrary it order rc-instatement of the workmen on 
the alleged ground t h at the employer refused to employ (he 
workmen In such a case the High Court of Calcutta pointed 
out thnl the Tribunal cannot travel beyond the ambit of the 
Refctcnee Nothing of the sort was contemplated here. The 
fact that there w r as a refusal of employment hy (he erstwhile 
mine owner will indicate that the dispute was between the 
workmen and their erstwhile management and not with 
Ihe Eastern Coalfields I td. Such a dispute can. not be gone 
into under Section 7(2)(b) of the Act 26 of 1973. 1 find 
that ihe Reference is not maintainable against the Fnstern 
Coalfields Ltd. (Coal India J td.T. The woikmen’s claim 
for arrears of wages forml8-8-1971 to 1-5-1973 is, however, 
allowed against South Parasea Colliery, P.O. Kajoragram, 
Burdwan District. 

8. In the result, an award is passed for payment of the 
arrears of wages due to the woikmen concerned in Ihe 
reference for the period from 18-R-I97I to 1-5-1973 .-'gainst 
South Parasea Collierv, P O Kuiornernm, Burdwan District 
and in other respects the Reference is rejected.

This dispute coining on for final hearing? on Tuesday, the 
1st day of Febmary, 1977 upon perusing Ihe reference, 
claim and counter statements and all other material papers 
on record and upon hearing the arguments of Thiru R. 
Ganesan, Advocate for the workmen and of Thirn C. 
Doraswami, partner of Ming & Partridge, Advocates for the 
Management and this dispute having stood over till this 
day for consideration, this Tribunal made the following : 

AWARD 

I his is an Industrial Dispute between the Management of 
Grindlays Bank Limited, Madras and their workmen in res- 
pect of the matters specified in the Schedule to Ihe refer- 
ence. This reference was made by the Government of India 
in its Order No. 1,-1201 1 /34/75/DIT/A, dated 5-1-1976 of 
Ihe Ministry of Labour, Government of India, for adjudication. 

2. The issues referred for adjudication read as follows : 

(1) Whethci the action of the management of Grindlays 

Bank Limited, Madras in discontinuing the system 
of the grant of half a day's casual leave to the 
workmen of the said Bank is justified ? If not, 
to what relief are the said workmen entitled 7 

(2) Whether the action of the management o( the Grind- 

lays Bank Limited, Southern Region. Madias, in 
introducing mechanisation in 36-D. Mount Road, 
Madras Branch of the said Bank is justified ? If 
not, to what lelief nre the affected workmen entitled ? 

3 The General Secretary of National and Grindlays Bank 
Fmployces Union has filed a claim statement ns follows ; 
All matters and disputes between the Grindlays Bank Limited 
Madras and its employees arc always discussed and settled 
bilaterally between the Union and the Management from 
t'mc to time. Now, on or before 8-2-1974, the Management 
of the Bank wanted to do away with the practice of half-a- 
day casual leave to the employees. This half-a-day casual 
leave has been in vogue for a number of years and there 
is no legal prohibition for ihe employees to go on casual 
leave for half-a-day. In any event, this practice has become 
an existing right of the workmen and therefore should not 
he interfered wirh, us it is a violation of Section 9A of 
the Industrial Disputes Act. No notice was given for such 
alteration and this decision was taken hy the Management 
unilaterally. Therefore, the system of grant of half-a-day 
casual leave to the employees should be restored. 

4, The Management is now trying to introduce mechanisa- 
tion in the Mount Road Branch of the Bank for the first 
lime and this results in displacement of slid! Further, the 
Management has taken steps to recruit Operators fiom emp- 
loyees of all the Branches of the Bank at Madras, which is 
unfair md preiudicul to the employees in the Mount Road 
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Branch of the Bank. Further, the number of Operators per 
machine and the work norms should be settled only through 
bilateral discussions and not unilaterally. The introduction 
of machines in the Mount Road Branch wilt result in the 
i eduction of the number of Ledger Clerks, which should be 
avoided. The Management should also be directed to con- 
fine the sc'ection of Machine Operators only from out of the 
senior members of the Mount Road Branch. 

5. The Management filed a counter statement as follows : 

I he Management Bank is a Banking Company registered in 
England with its Principal Office at Calcutta and several 
brunch Offices in the important cities of India. The three 
local branches of the Bank at Madras City are governed 
by the provisions of the Madras Shops and Establishments 
Act and every person is entitled to casual leave with wages 
upto 12 days per year. Under the Bank Awards and the 
Settlements, a day is reckoned as the Unit for grant of 
casual leave and half- ad ay casual leave is not at all con- 
templated. In fact, most of the Banks do not grant casual 
leave for less than a day as it ordinarily interferes with the 
day-to-day work. Therefore, in 1974, the Management Bank 
discontinued the practice of half-a-day’s casual leave in its 
Mount Road Branch so as to have uniformily in all the 
Branches. There is nothing irregular or illegal about the 
discontinuance of the half-a-day’s casual leave. It is not 
an existing right or n privilege for the workmen to go on 
hulf-a-day’s casual leave and the discretion of granting it or 
otherwise always vests with the Management. There is also 
no violation of the provisions of the Settlement or the 
Award in this regard. 

6. With rcfeience to the 2nd issue, nameiy the introduction 
ot mechanisation in the Mount Road Branch, the Union 
itself has no definite case to state. Even >n the claim state- 
ment, the Union admits that the reference itself is bad and 
requires revision by the Central Government. In the addi- 
tional counter statement, the Management has stated that the 
claim of the Union that the Operators for the Machine 
should be recruited only from the particular Brunch is 
hollow and unjustified. The recruitment of Operators is a 
Managerial Act and the Union cannot dictate the ways and 
means of recruitment, so long as the Management does not 
violate any of tbe provisions of the Awards and the Settle- 
ments. In fact, the provisions in the said Settlements pro- 
hibit the Union from interfering with the method of intro- 
duction of the machines in the Bank. The Management is 
fully justified in culling for applications from all the eligible 
employees in all the Branches in Madras City. Theicfore, 
both the claims of the Union have to be rejected. 

7. Issue No. 1. The grievance of the Bank employees at 
36-D, Moont Road Branch is that the Management has dis- 
continued the system of grant of half-a-day’s casual leave to 
the workmen in about 1974. The Union objects to this 
di'continuancc and contends that this is a deprivation of the 
right of the workmen attracting Section 9A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, and inasmuch as the provisions of Section 
9A have not been complied with, the system of half-a-day’s 
casual leave should be restored forthwith. As against this, 
the contention of the Management is that Section 9A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act does not apply in this case, since there 
is no change in the conditions of service. According to them, 
one day is the Unit for all purposes and the Management has 
not deprived them of the casual leave of 12 davs to which 
every wor ker is entitled. It is then stated by the Management 
that this Bank has various branches all over the country and 
therefore, for the sake of uniformity, they have to stop this 
practice of half-a-day casual leave which was given to the 
employees In a few branches as a matter of goodwill, and 
that too very recently. The half-a-day’s casual leave does 
not lead to the efficiency of the Bank and, on the other hand, 
is besides the system and it will lead to malpractices by 
the employees and therefore the Management thought it fit 
to withdraw this concession of granting half-a-day’s casual 
leave to the employees. 

8. On these contentions, the short point for consideration 
is whether the action of the Management in discontinuing 
the system of half-a-day casual leave is justified. It is 
common ground that every employee of (he Bank is enti- 
tled to 12 days casual leave as per the agreement and 
admittedly it has not been interfered with by the Manage- 
ment. It is nowhere stated in any of the Settlements or 
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Awards that half-a-day is the Unit for granting casual leave. 
Therefore, it cannot be said that by discontinuing the pra- 
ctice of granting half-a-day casual leave, Lh c Management 
has effected a change in the conditions of service of the 
employees. The Management has fixed 12 days as the total 
number of days for casual leave and therefore the workers 
are not^ prejudiced as such. It is common ground that this 
practice of granting half-a-day casual leave came Into exi- 
stence only a few years back, though the Management was 

all along objecting to the same — vide the correspondence 
and the proceedings between the parties. It is also common 
ground that, out of the 56 Branches of the Bank in this 
counrty, only three Branches have the system of granting 
half-a-day casual leave. The other 53 Branches have not 
followed the system and they are treating one day as the 
Unit for purpose of casual leave. Ex.M-17 is tbe Bipartite 
Settlement between certain leading Banking Companies of 
India and their workmen which came into effect from 
1.1.1966. Almost all the leading Bank s in the country were 
parties to this agreement. The Management herein points 
out that under the heading "Leave Rules" (Clause 13.1-page 
35) of the Bipartite Settlement, it was clearly agreed 

between the parties that, from the date of operation of the 

Settlement, the leave rules shall aply uniformly to all work- 
men. Clauses 13.2 to 13.6 deal with the leave rules appli- 
cable to all tbe workmen of the Banks including the present 
Bank. Clause 13.6 clearly states that leave of all kinds 
cannot be claimed as of right and that it is in the discre- 
tion of the granting authority depending upon the exigencies 
of service. In short, the idea of half-a-day casual leave 
was nowhere in the picture in any of the prior settlements 
or even in the Bank Awards. However, there of the 56 
Branches of the Grindlays Bank Limited were somehow 
granting half-a-day casual leave to its emplyees and the 
Management, in order to bring about uniformity, dispensed 
with this half-a-day casual leave to this Branch. It has not 
been shown that the Management has contravened any of 
the provisions of the Settlement or the Awards and, con- 
sequently, the employees in a Branch Office cannot claim 
half-a-day casual leave as of right. 

9. Learned counsel for the Management strenuously con- 
tended that apart from enforcing uniformity in the matter of 
leave rules as provided for in the Agreement Ex. M-17, this 
system of half-a-day casual leave is not desirable nor is it in 
the best interests of Bank and the banking public. It is 
common ground that the working hours of this Bank are only 
6-1 /2 hours per day on week days and 4 hours on Saturdays. 
Further, the working hours of the Bank i.e., the commence- 
ment and closing vary from Branch to Branch and from place 
lo place depending upon local conditions. While so, the 
Management urges that it is very difficult to reckon half-a- 
day ’s casual leave and that it leads to unnecessary and avoid- 
able dislocation of work. It is well known that the cash tran- 
sactions in a Bank are transacted mostly in the forenoon and 
that all the cash transactions close by 2.00 P.M. on each day 
and the rest of (he day is spent only for filling up the ledgers 
and for accounting. So, the Management contends that if an 
employee chooses to go on half-a-day casual leave in the 
forenoon and returns for work in the afternoon, there will be 
practically no work for him in the afternoon after the closing 
of the counter, It Is stated that this also results in mal- 
practices and therefore this should be put an end to. It was 
also submitted by the learned counsel for the Management 
that the employees bv going on half-a-dav casual leave in 
the forenoon can create situations for overtime for beneflttlng 
themselves and their colleagues. T agree that there is every 
possibility of this malpractice and therefore the system of 
half days casual leave cannot be encouraged atleast in so far 
as Bank employees are concerned, having regard to the nature 
of their work and working hours. T have already stated that In 
the very nature of the working hours of t he Bank it is very 
difficult to reckon half-a-day, especially within the limited 
6-1/2 hours of duty per day. That apart, the Union has not 
shown any compelling necessity for this half-a-day’s casual 
leave and it ls always open to them to take one-day casual 
leave and avail it. There is also one other problem in this 
connection. In this Bank, it would appear that the Bank em- 
ployees are given two hours marrin for late attendance. It 
would appear from the negotiations between the parties that 
when the Union wanted the system of half-a-day’s casual 
leave to continue, the Management wanted to take away 
the permission for late attendance, but the Union did not 
agree and both the parties left the matter there- Now, the

Union wants both the systems of late attendance and also 
half-a-duy casual leave to prevail No responsible Manage- 
ment can ever allow this and this will be putting a premium 
on laziness and shirking. 

10. It was argued on behalf of the Union that the dis- 
continuance attracts Section 9A and therefore the procedure 
under Section 9A should be followed. I have already touched 
upon this aspect earlier. Section 9A does not come in, if the 
change is not a change in the conditions of service. Both sides 
placed before me a few rulings with reference to Section 9A 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, but it is not necessary to 
refer them, since the system of half-a-day casual leave is not 
a condition of service nor has it resulted in uny prejudice. to 
the workmen. This is not a case of changing the working 
houis or the number of days of casual leave and therefore 
Section 9A does not apply to this case, It must also be 
remembered that this system of half-a-day casual leave is in 
vogue only in three of the 56 Branches in the country and 
therefore uniformity was lightly sought to be enforced by the 
Management. The result is this issue is answered against the 
Union and in favour of the Management, 

11. Issue No. 2.— This deals with the introduction of 
mechanisation in the Branch at 36-D, Mount Road, Madras. 
The issue mentioned in the reference reads whether the action 
of the Management in introducing mechanisation is justified 
or not. But, in the claim statement filed by the Union, they 
have stated that they do not object to the introduction of 
mechanisation as such, but that they object only to the details 
and in the manner of working the mechanisation, his cons- 
truction now put forward by the Union is not reflected in the 
issue framed by the Government for reference. There is no 
ambiguity in the wordings of the reference relating to mecha- 
nisation and it is plain enough. This Tribunal is concerned 
only with the issue as framed by the Government and not what 
construction the Union now wants to place on the issue. The 
Union was conscious of its weakness and therefore pleaded 
in its claim statement that there is some ambiguity in the 
reference and therefore they are again approaching the 
Central Government for a fresh order of reference. No fiesh 
reference or amendment has been received by this Tribunal 
till today and Ex. W-4, which is a communication from the 
Central Government dated 1-7-1976 in reply to the Union’s 
request for amendment, reads that there is no need to issue 
separate terms of reference and (hat the Union can urge 
their contentions under (he same reference. Be that as it may, 
this Tribunal is prepared to construe the reference in a most 
liberal way and does not want to be technical by shulting 
out the version now urged by the Union, 

12. The present contentions of the Union in this aspect of 
mechanisation arc four fold : (1) The Management should 
introduce only a particular type of machine (Ascota) and 
that it should be operated only under the system of double 
run and not by single run ; (2) the introduction of mecha- 
nisation should not result in displacement of staff and in any 
event the displacement should be at the minimum possible 
level as per the Bipartite Settlement 19-10-1966 ; (3) the 
Operators for the machine should be selected only from the 
senior employees of this particular Branch, namely the Mount 
Road Branch of the Bank, and that the employees of the other 
Branches at Madras City should not be considered for appoint- 
ment as Operators ; 1.4) the Union should be consulted at 
every' stage with reference to the method of running of the 
machine, displacement of Staff and recruitment of Operators. 
1 may straight away say that excepting Point No, 2, the other 
objections covered by points (1), (3) and (4) do not at all 
arise in this reference and they are beyond the scope of this 
enquiry. Clause 6.2 of the Bipartite Settlement Ex. M-17 
dated 19-10-1966, clearly states that the workmen of the 
Bank or the representatives shall not object to the introduction 
of machines as mentioned in clause 6.1 and to the. consequent 
re-organisation. Therefore, prima facie, this question was 
discussed at the time of the Settlement and the Union 
agreed that it will have no say in the matter 
of introduction of machines except for the fact that 
there will be generally no retrenchment or displacement 
of Stuff, and if it was unavoidable, it should be kept 
at the minimum possible level — vide Page 22 of Ex. M-17. 
Therefore, the Union is precluded from questioning the intro- 
duction of mechanisation, and more so when it is nobody’s 
case that it has resulted in any displacement of Staff, let alone 
retrenchment. On the other hand, the Mount Road Branch 
has not yet introduced the machinery till today and therefore 
the action of the Union raising a dispute even before the 


event, is only to forestall the system of introducing mecha- 
nisation. W.W.l who is the local SecrcUiry of the Employees 
Union was forced to admit in cross-examination that there 
was no retrenchment at all in the places where mechanisation 
was already introduced and therefore the grievance of the 
Union that in case the mechanisation is introduced, it will 
lead to displacement, etc., is only imaginary and hypothetical. 
Therefore, the claim of the Union on this aspect has to be 
rejected unceremoniously, as this is a clear case of putting the 
cart before the horse. 

13. In this connection, the third and fourth objections, 
namely method of recruitment to Operators for the proposed 
Machinery and that the Union Should be consulted at every 
stage, are matters clearly beyond the reference and it is not 
for the Union lo dictate to the Management as to whom they 
should select and that too only after consultation with the 
Union. This demand is contrary to the spirit of the Awards 
and the Bipartite Settlements, besides being unreasonable. It 
is well established that recruitment is always a managerial 
function and the Employees Union cannot have a say in it. 
Now, there remains the only other objection, namely whether 
the introduction involves anv displacement of Stall. 1 have 
already stated — and it is also common ground — that the 
mechanisation has not vet come into existence in this Branch 
on account of the negative attitude of the Union. Therefore, 
the question of displacement does not at all arise now. In 
other words, no displacement of Staff has taken place giving 
rise to a cause of action. In fact, the agreement itself con- 
templates some displacement of Staff in the event of mecha- 
nisation and therefore it was agreed that it should be kept at 
the minimum possible level. The General Secretary of Ihe 
Union W.W.l concedes that if the displacement is at the 
minimum, the Union is not entitled to question the same. The 
result is this dispute with reference to the introduction of 
mechanisation, even before it is introduced, is frivolous and 
anticipatory. 

14. Eor the sake of completeness, I shall answer Ihe objec- 
tions of the Union with reference to the proposed recruitment 
for operation of the machines, since the Union has let in 
evidence on this aspect and inviteis a decision from this Tri- 
bunal on that question. According to the Union, in the event 
of mechanisation, the employees of the particular Branch alone 
should be considered for appointment as Operators and that 
the employees of the other Branches at Madras City, (viz., 
Armenian Street Branch, N.S.C. Bose Road Branch, etc.) 
should not be considered. The Union states that the Manage- 
ment has called for volunteers from the other local Branches 
also and that this is irregular and unfair, ( do not sec any 
substance in Ibis objection. It is conceded that there are four 
Branches of the Bank in Madras City and that the employees 
are all transferable from one Branch to another. A Branch 
office i.e. Ihe Mount Road Branch is not an independent Unit 
by itself and the Management can always transfer employees 
from one branch to another in the same region according to 
the exigencies of service or the requirements of (he hanking 
public. Tn other words, the Mount Road Branch is nol n 
water-tight compartment and it is but just and proper that 
there is combined seniority for all the local Branches of the 
Bank. For instance, if there is a seniormost man in any other 
Branch at Madras, it is wholly unfair and unreasonable to 
deny him the opportunity of becoming an Operator, when the 
machine system is introduced in the Mount Road Branch, 
Madras. It is quite conceivable that many of the employees in 
the Mount Road Branch are juniors to some employees in 
other Branches in the City and it is possible that a situation 
would be created when a junior employee In this Mount Road 
branch is appointed as an Operator with special allowances, 
while a man senior to him in another Branch in the same 
place would continue without the special allowances. There- 
fore, the demand for Branch-war seniority for the purpose of 
appointment as Operators is on-understandable and unreason- 
able also. It will work out hardship to the senior employees 
working in the other Branches of the Madras city. The Union 
is not justified in holding a special brief for the employees in 
a particular Brunch to the detriment of the employees in the 
other local Branches of the same Bank. 

15. For all these reasons, the claims of the Union are 
negatived and both the issues arc found in favour of the 
Management. An Award is passed in these terms. Since (he 
demands are wholly devoid of merits the Union will pay the 
costs to the Management. Advocate’s fee Rs. 250.
